The plight of 
Lompoc addicts... 


Drug addict believes 
police harass him

The Lompoc narcotic addict knows he is m arked for police surveillance 
and he believes he is constantly harassed. His feelings are so strong in this 
regard that they border on paranoia. The strong addict will not mingle with 
friends other than users. He will lock the doors constantly to his apartm ent 
or his home. He will pull blinds or draw drapes. He subm erges into a shell. 
He will never smile. 
What the narcotic addict does not sense is the thorough police attitude 
concerning the narcotic user and addict. 
“ I’d never call a policeman a ‘pig,’ but I sure would call a narco agent a 
‘pig’ of the worst kind,” a Lompoc addict stated. 
Lompoc Chief of Police Jam e s Smith w as not surprised at this quote. 
“ They just don’t understand,” he said. 
Chief Smith is serious when he says he would, like all citizens, praise the 
day when the problem of narcotics and addiction is erased forever, but he is 
practical. The laws are on the books and the law m ust be enforced. 
Chief Smith is definitely concerned with the problem of the addict who 
wants to be “ clean” and “ kick the habit.” 
He recognizes what an 
extrem ely difficult job it is for such a person. He also recognizes, however, 
that the addict’s desire to quit is not precisely a police problem. 
“ If our intelligence tells us of 
Lompoc users who are Kicking the 
habit, and we believe it, that person 
will be left alone,” Chief Smith 
says. 
“ But 
it 
is com plicated 
because the meaningful addict who 
wants to get off is continually 
plagued by his user friends and they 
are carrying the stuff and the 
paraphernalia.” 
The chief says positively that he w elcom es any addict into the police 
station for ‘rap’ sessions as long as the addict does not have any stuff on his 
possession or paraphernalia. 
“ We would encourage this to help him stay clean and to relieve him of his 
anxieties concerning the police,” Smith states. 
Police and sheriff and state law enforcem ent officers can t sit idly by 
waiting for addicts to make up their mind to give up their slavery to the 
junk. 
“ We’re still putting all our em phasis on the sources, 
Smith said.“ When' 
the evidence of law breaking is there, we will bust. There is no other w ay.’ 
A rrests are mainly brought about by surveillance and intelligence which 
leads to the surveillance. Smith denies harassm ent techniques. 
“ We re hard put enough, staff-w ise, for surveillance of pushing and 
possession,” he states. “ No time for harassm en t.’’ 
The Lompoc chief also denies som e claim s by addicts that they are forced 
to “ cold turkey” withdrawal in the Lompoc jail when arrested in a high 
state. M edical attention is sought for such an arrested person or, it none is 
available, the suspect is taken to County G eneral Hospital psychiatric jail 
facilities 
Chief Smith personally believes that the addict who has 
kicked 
the 
habit needs a “ buddy” system sim ilar to Alcoholics Anonymous and a 
facility, in the community, where they may gather to counsel each other. 
He is backed up by Superior Court Judge William Rosenthal whose court 
in San Fernando Valley in Los Angeles handles a sizeable share of Los 
Angeles County’s drug arrest cases. 
Presently a state law provides that a drug convict cannot be sent to a 
curative institution such as Synanon as a condition of probation. Judge 
Rosenthal thinks this is wrong. 
He urges that the county establish a 
procedure under which addicts could get hospital-type treatm ent. 
Rosenthal’s plan would involve only those persons who are actually 
convicted a s narcotic users. 
There is already a new law which allows 
m edical treatm ent for your drug users on a no-questions-asked basis, when 
their parents request it. 
However, for Lom poc, it is not practical in the 
sense that there is a strong reluctance on the part of m edical personnel to 
accept 
the cases and 
there are 
no hospital facilities, 
locally to 
accom m odate the problem.

Some extra water — perhaps as 
much as 1.600 acre feet additional — 
was' seen as likely during certain 
periods for the South Coast area 
from Cachuma as one result of the 
proposed new concept. 


But these extra benefits could 
taper off to little or nothing as the 
Santa Ynez R iver downstream area 
develops. 
Sectional feelings about the new 
concept — hailed by som e a s being a 
possibly m arkedly m ore efficient 
way of handling the downstream 
releases than 
the present “ live 
stream " pact method — reflected 
the various interests involved. 


South Coast entities in general 
expressed the view they want as 
much water diverted to their areas 
as possible, with likelihood they will 
run into shortages before many 
years without costly supplemental 
water. 
Santa 
Ynez 
Valley 
and 
Lompoc in turn want to insure that 
their areas get as much released 
water as they are entitled to.

The 65-year-old soil expert from 
Fort Collins, Colo., w as kidnaped 
from his laboratory on the outskirts 
of the Uruguayan capital Aug. 7. The

Pacheco Areco has refused to deal 
with the Tupam aros for the release 
of Fly and Brazilian consul Aloysio 
D iasG om ide, 41, kidnaped July 31. 
The letter was not signed by Fly, 
although his name w as typed at the 
bottom.

Vic Feather, general secretary of 
the Trades Union Congress iTUC>, 
the 
n a tio n ’ s 
c e n tr a l 
lab o r 
organization, conferred for three 
hours with leaders of the electricity 
workers' union. 
Then he went to see Robert C arr, 
secretary 
for 
employment 
and 
productivity, carrying what he said 
might be a peace plan. 
“ I 
can 
see 
som e 
progress, 
Feather said. “ I have a proposition 
to put to Mr. C arr.” 
Feather 
said 
electricity 
union 
leaders were willing to suspend the 
slowdown providing wage talks are 
resum ed and the government does 
not rule out an increase over the 10 
per cent wage hike offered bv the 
state-run central electricity council. 
The unions demanded a 30 per cent 


pay hike. 
E arlier, Prim e M inister Edw ard 
Heath and his cabinet discussed 
possible m oves the government can 
m ake 
without 
yielding 
to

“ industrial 
blackm ail” by the electric power 
workers. 
As peace m oves developed, the 
country w as hit by blackouts tor the 
fourth 
successive day. 
Different 
areas

The power cuts brought increasing 
m isery to millions of Britons. 
F am ilies 
using 
electricity 
for 
cooking purposes had to put up with 
cold breakfasts and no hot tea or 
coffee. 
Hundreds of thousands in homes 
where electricity is the only form of 
heating went cold in dam p, chilly 
weather. Their plight was eased 
only slightly when the m ercury rose 
a few degrees above freezing. 
Millions had to wash and shave by 
flickering candlelight.

Pickets stopped railroad operations 
in California today as a four-union 
national strike got under way. 


Most 
seriously 
affected 
im ­ 
m ediately were the 12,000 Bay Area 
com m uters 
who 
ride 
Southern 
P acific Co. trains daily between San 
Jo se and San Francisco. 


Some 2 1-2 hours after the strike 
started at midnight, SP decided it 
would not be able to get crew s to 
operate its 22 trains each way on the 
San Francisco Peninsula. 


So tar there has been little or no 
effect on shipping in the Lompoc 
area. 


Southern P acific also announced 
cancellation of the San Joaquin 
Daylight, the Coast Daylight and the 
S a c ra m e n to 
D ay ligh t, 
which 
connects 
with 
the 
San 
Joaquin 
Daylight at Lathrop. 
The trains 
operate between Sacram ento, the 
Bay Area and Los Angeles. 


Because of the decline of mainline 
passenger service, the SP operates 
only 12 such trains daily, carrying 
an average total of 1,200 persons. 
When the strike broke out the SP 
had only two intercity trains in 
motion. 
It halted the eastbound 
Sunset at E l P aso and the westbound 
Sunset 
at 
Antonio. 
A lternate 
transportation w as arranged. 


O th er 
r a ilr o a d s 
se rv ic in g 
California are the Western Pacific, 
the Union P acific and the Santa Fe. 
Southern 
P a c ific 
— 
which 
operates a 13,839-mile system in a 
crescent from Portland, Ore., to 
New O rleans and St. Louis— usually 
operates 750 freight trains daily in 
addition to its 12 mainline passenger 
units. 
It 
also operates 
between 
Oakland and Ogden, part of the 
original transcontinental line. 
P acific 
Fruit 
E xp ress, 
jointly 
owned by SP and UP, operates half 
of 
the 
m echanical 
refrigerated 
freight cars in the nation. 
Crucial in such a strike is the 
movement ot perishable foods in 
such cars and the SP had been 
m oving 
them 
eastw ard 
from 
C a lifo r n ia ’ s

Arizona, 
the 
Rio 
Grande 
River 
Valley and Porterville, Calif. 
Union P acific operates eastw est 
rail service between Omaha. Neb., 
and Los Angeles and 360 m iles of its 
track are in California. In addition 
to freight trains, it had on its roster 
passenger 
trains 
between 
Los 
Angeles and Omaha, where they 
m ade connections to Chicago. 
Western 
P acific 
operates 
no 
passenger trains, 
being a freight 
service between Oakland and Salt 
Lake City. It has 1,200 m iles of 
mainline track and runs between 40 
and 50 freight trains daily. 
Santa F e ,a Chicago-to-California 
line, 
operates 
passenger 
trains 
between Illinois and Los Angeles 
and the San Francisco Bay Area. 
On strike are unions representing 
engineers and other train operators, 
ticket 
clerks,

refusing to comply with a federal 
judge’s 3 a.m . E ST back-to-work 
order. 
BRAC pickets were on the line 
throughout the nation. A critical 
question w as whether m em bers of 
the other three unions—the United 
Transportation Union <UTU), the 
Brotherhood of M aintenance of Way 
E m ployes 
and

dining 
car 
em ployes union—would cross the 
picket 
lines. 
Altogether 
425,000 
union m em bers are involved. 
The strike forced 600,000 big city 
com m uters to find other ways to and 
from the job. The Postal Service 
stopped 
accepting 
parcel

packages for destinations more than 
300 m iles away. The Big Three 
autom akers 
cut 
back 
shifts 
in 
several cities. 
The strike began at 12:01 a.m . to 
back up union dem ands for bigger 
pay raises than a White House board 
had recommended or the railroads 
had offered 
Fifty-nine m inutes later, Congress 
completed passage of a bill ordering 
a halt to the strike and giving rail 
workers 
a 
13 Vi 
per 
cent 
pay 
increase. The pay provision was 
unprecedented in the memory of 
congressional observers. 
P resident 
Nixon 
signed 
the 
legislation at ‘2:10 a.m . and said he 
expected workers “ immediately to 
return to work and their leaders to 
return to the bargaining table.” 
And at 3:17 a.m ., in his suburban 
home, U.S. D istrict Judge John H. 
P ratt responded to industry pleas 
and 
issued 
a 
10-day 
temporary 
restraining order against the unions 
on the basis that the new law had 
been violated. 
In New York city, the subway 
passenger load was nearly doubled. 
Ford cut back to two four-hour shifts 
its

Atlanta. 
General Motors and Chrysler began 
cutting back shifts in Delaware 
In Knoxville, Tenn., a teed dealer 
said the strike “ will put us out ol 
business by tomorrow night.” He

Mobile, Ala., dock facility said it 
would have to close by midnight 
Friday if the strike is not settled. 
In Chicago, the nation's rail hub, 
110,000 com m uters 
sought other 
w ays to work. In St. Louis, the 
nation’s secondlargest rail center, 
M issouri Pacific said the UTL and 
the Maintenance of Way Em ployes 
union were removing pickets in 
Chicago, New Orleans, St. Louis and 
the Gulf Coast. 
A key question, then, was how the 
other union m em bers would respond 
to the pickets. A spokesman for the 
three unions said: “ We don t tell a 
person to cross or not to cross a 
picket line. 
The White House left little doubt it 
w as prepared to take action if 
workers refused.

Police 
today 
say

gunshot death of a 66 - year - 
old Lompoc man yesterday 
was probably suicide, but 
admit 
there 
are 
som e 
unanswered questions. 
The 
body 
of

Romero Alvarez was found 
in a chair in his bedroom at 
312V2 W. Walnut Ave. Police 
said 
a 
rifle 
was 
found 
clutched between his legs 
with the muzzle pointing at 
his head. 


Gilbert Espino, who lives 
at 312 
W. 
Walnut 
Ave., 
im m ediately 
in 
front 
of 
Alvarez’s tipy house, found 
the body and called police at 
about 9 a.m . There was an 
indication that he had been 
dead for som e hours, but the 
exact tim e of death has not 
been established. 
Police Chief Jam es Smith 
said he was treating the 
case as a suicide but was 
c o n t i n u i n g 
t h e 
investigation. 
He said he 
would 
m eet with County 
Pathologist John Blanchard 
today 
to clear up 
som e 
unanswered questions. 
Smith noted that there 
was a trail of blood leading 
from the back door of the 
Espino house to Alverez s 
h ou se 
e n di ng 
in 
the 
bedroom. There was also a 
pool of blood on the bed, and 
a bullet hole in one wall. 
One slug was taken from 
Alvarez’s body and a shell 
casing was found nearby. 
Smith said there was an 
em pty shell casing in the 
weapon.

said, “ but we treated it like

Smith said Alvarez had no 
known enemies, had been 
“ hitting the bottle,’’ heav­ 
ily, and had talked of suicide 
in 
conversations 


with friends. 
Smith speculated that the 
trail

blood 
could 
be 
accounted 
for 
by 
som e 
evidence that Alvarez had a 
wound on the head prior to 
his death and unrelated to 
the slug that probably took 
his life. Smith said Alvarez 
had a habit of rapping on the 
back door of the Espino 
home just to have someone 
to talk with.

At Texas, even 
the janitors care 
about football 
Second-place 4A teams play for title

N EW YO RK i UP I »—Football coaches are human. 
Any one of them might feel a little smug or self-satisfied 
if his team had been certified No. 1 in the nation as the 
Texas Longhorns have just been, or if his team had a 
winning streak of 30 in a row which, when you think about 
it, is only one short of Cassius Clay’s. 
Darrell Royal, whose unbeaten Longhorns are headed for 
the Cotton Bowl again for another New Year's Day 
showdown with Notre Dame, whom they beat, 21-17, in the 
same place a year ago, isn’t just any coach. 
This is the third time in seven years he has had a national 
champion and when you pin him down and ask him “ Why 
you, and not someone else?' he comes up with a thought-ht- 
provoking answer without conveying the impression he's 
trying to be unduly modest. 
“ The question more accurately put, I think,” says Royal, 
who has coached the Longhorns 14 years, “ Is why Texas 
and*not some other school? I’m not trying to eat humble pie 
or sound modest. I think if I were coaching at some other 
schools I might have been fired two or three times already. 
“ What I ’m saying is that you’ve got to be at the right 
school; you’ve got to be able to attract the top material, 
and to do that you have to have the right curriculum, and 
you’ve got to be lucky. When you’ve got all that you still 
have to have a good coaching staff like I have. 
Need People Who Care 
“ You also have to have an alumni who care. We have. 
You’ve got to have a college president who cares about the 
athletic program. We have. You also have to have a board 
of governors who care and we have one. I think even our 
janitors care. ” 
Royal readily tells you coaching college football has 
changed radically the past tew years and that his 
philosophy has changed along with it. 
“ I find I ’m coaching less,” he says. “ I don't work with 
circles and X ’s so much and what I ’m doing is spending 
more and more time in public relations and administration 
work. I don't have as much time for the technical end of 
coaching as I used to. I have excellent assistants, men I'm 
sure are capable of being head coaches in their own right, 
and they're the ones who handle much of the technical end 
of it such as the blocking and defensive assignments.” 
Okay then, what specifically does Darrell Royal do to 
bring a ball club like the Longhorns home in front of 
everybody else in 1963, 1969 and 1970 ? 
“ I think one of my biggest jobs is morale,” Royal says. 
“ I'm completely serious about that.” 
No Morale Problems 
There were no morale problems at Texas this year, 
according to Royal.The so called revolution among college 
j football players supposed to occur this season never ma­ 
nifested itself among the longhorns. Royal doesn't take any 
bows for that, but maybe he should. He has an under­ 
standing attitude about some of the youngsters of today. 
“ If boys like to wear their hair f uller or their sideburns a 
I 
little longer, what's wrong with that? 
He asks. “ That 
I doesn't bother me. What bothers me is it a boy talks back 
# when you tell him to work a little harder or take an extra 
lap. Then it’s a problem 
Did any of his players talk back to him this year? 
“ I don’t recall any,” Royal says. “ I try to avoid any 
L conflict like that. I don’t mean I'm a jelly-fish. I put my toot 
? down when I have to. But I'm careful when and where I do 
w m t.” 
All told, 46-year-old Darrell Royal has been coaching 
nearly halt his life. Twenty years. His overall ambition 
sounds like a modest one but it ranks among the best I ve 
, ever heard. 
“ After I’ve completed my career and the final ballots are 
I in,” says Royal, “ I’d like to be remembered as a guy who 
* was fair, who was competent and who was liked. I would 
| much rather be a little less succestul and well thought ot 
than the other way around. I wouldn’t want to be lonely as 
an old man.”

CLEVELAND - (NEA) — 
“ Suggestions are probably 
the last avenue for express­ 
ing individuality—almost ev­ 
erything else is done through 
group action these days.” 
Most assembly line work­ 
ers, technicians or white col­ 
lar employes probably would 
agree with that observation 
by Charles Foos, vice-presi­ 
dent of the National Associa­ 
tion of Suggestion Systems 
(NASS), whose business it is 
to encourage workers to de­ 
velop ideas for making their 
companies more profitable. 
“The man or woman on the 
job is closer to it than a su­ 
pervisor,” Foos explains, “so 
he or she can spot ways in 
which costs can be cut or 
time can be saved. And time 
is money. 
“Suggestion systems also 
enable supervisors to point 
out to dissatisfied workers 
that if they have a better 
way to do the job, then let it 
be known.” 
A good case for Foos’ point 
is Gordon L. Puckett, United 
Airlines flight officer who re­ 
ceived an award as “Sug- 
gestor of the Year” at the 
r e c e n t NASS international 
conference, its 28th, in Cleve­ 
land. 
Puckett was honored be­ 
cause he saved his company 
more than $450,000 in one 
year. He had shown United 
that shifting loads slightly to 
the rear would reduce fuel 
consumption. 
Puckett received 10 per 
cent of the s a v i n g s , or 
$45,850. Some c o m p a n i e s 
give as high as 50 per cent of 
the first year’s savings. The 
largest award in 1969 was 
$68,820 by IBM Corporation. 
Average a w a r d s increased 
from $52.05 to $55.99 and 
more than $43 million were 
awarded in about 10,000 par­ 
ticipating plants.

It is sad to see Dick Gregory, the 
comedian turned evangelist, signing 
(along with Ossie Davisi a money- 
raising letter in behalf of the Black 
F^anthers, so I was glad of the 
opportunity 
»recently, 
at 
the 
University 
of 
Bridgeport». 
to 
discover what are his views on the 
Panthers, and for that matter on 
things in general, several years 
having gone by since I first came 
across him. 
My attitude towards 
him may be colored 
by his having on one 
occasion 
leaned 
over and whispered 
to me that he had 
advised his wife and 
friends that I was a 
“beautiful cat. " 
I 
have 
aspired 
to 
many things, 
but 
w as 
n e v e r 
so 
ambitious 
as 
to 
dream that 1 would 
be called that by 
Dick Gregory 
In turn I told him how moving I 
had 
found 
his 
book, 
an 
autobiography titled-unfortunately, 
I think""N'igger." And so we have 
proceeded to listen to one another: 
and what I hear is 
in one sense 
disheartening, in another sense not. 
Mr. Gregory is a force in America. 
P articu larly 
on 
the 
college 
campuses, where he comes on very 
strong, very strong indeed. He has 
spoken at 300 campuses during the 
last ten months, and is beginning 
now a tour of Canada, where he likes 
to 
begin 
by complimenting 
the 
audiences, which are so eager to 
think ill of America, on how well 
they treat their own Negroes. 
Big 
applause. Then he says; "A ll 12 of 
them." 
Gregory as I say is a 
professional 
comedian 
with 
a 
comedian's sense of liming, and 
although he nowadays does only one 
or two nightclub appearances per 
year, he keeps in shape, he tells me, 
by working up a good roll »as they 
say in vaudeville) for the first 15 
minutes of his speeches. The jokes 
are 
highly 
political 
jokes, 
and 
tendentious, like the ones that made 
Mort Sahl famous. 
There are 
I generally speaking» three classes 
of enemies. 
The Southerner, the 
rich man. and the bureaucrat. It is 
Mr. 
Gregory's 
contention 
that 
America is run for the benefit of the 
rich man. an interesting point and. if 
so. a larger chapter in the history of 
ma.sochism, inasmuch as the very 
rich are taxed at the rate ol 77 cents 
on the dollar. 
On 
the 
matter of 
the 
Black 
Panthers, Mr. Gregory was very 
serious. What he said was that the 
Black Panthers had come along, 
even as at different times in recent 
American history other groups had 
come along, beginning with the 
NAACP, on through CORE, and 
Snick. 
That the Black Panthers 
gave special solace to a large 
number of Negroes who, were it not 
for the Panthers, would engage in 
violence. He gave as an example an 
hysterical woman who called him up 
insisting that a white policeman was 
seeking her out, intending to gun her 
down, Gregory gave her the number 
of Black Panther Hq, and the B P ’s 
sent over a bodyguard. He stayed 
with the woman, who after two or 
three days, quieted down. 
I ventured that such a treatment 
of the Panthers is the current 
version of the cliche of the 20’s, that 
after all Mussolini had the trains run 
on time: 
that what is remarkable 
about 
the 
Panthers 
isn’t 
the 
machismo of their sense of concern 
for their people, but the poisonous 
rhetoric with which they seek to 
infect the interracial dialogue: the 
facism which Mr. Gregory, in other 
contests, deplores. 
Undoubtedly there are Negroes 
who 
believe 
so 
strongly 
that 
America is racist, that they deduce 
from it the necessity to hate the 
white race. Mr. Gregory informed 
the audience that two examples of 
our 
r a c is m 
were 
1» 
our 
incarceration 
of 
the 
Japanese 
юри1а1юп during the war, while 
eaving the Germans alone; and 2» 


our dropping the atom bomb on 
Japanese, 
while refraining from 
doing it against the Germans. 
I pointed out that the Japanese 
were removed because there was 
panic over the prospect of Japanese 
landings, and that after all the same 
man 
who 
superintended 
the 
operation. Earl Warren. 25 years 
later ordered the integration of the 
schools: that we could hardly have 
used the atom bomb on Germany, 
inasmuch as we didn't have one until 


after the Germans were licked; and 
that anyway, we had killed five 
times as many Germans in raids on 
Dresden as we did Japanese at 
Hiroshima. 


Mr. Gregory smiled and, who 
knows, listened: 
and if he reads 
these words, I wish him to know that 
they come from a well-wisher who, 
to be sure, wishes he’d get his facts 
straight, and give the BP's a wide 
berth.

Cloak and dagger? 


Some time ago, readers may 
recall 
local 
school 
officials 
announced that a team of experts 
from state finance departments had 
toured the district to gather data on 
fiscal operation. The purpose of the 
visit was not described in detail, but 
it was assumed that they were 
gathering 
information on school 
finance and disbursment by the 
very nature of their 
departmental 
functions. 
Sup t. 
G le n 
Wegner 
told 
the 
school board that he 
had been told the 
information and de­ 
tails of the effort 
would 
be 
turned 
over to high state 
authorities and that 
it would be up to the 
higher authorities if 
anyone 
to 
make 
statements. 
The whole affair took on an air of 
mystery despite the absence of 
clearcut 
signs 
of 
intrigue. 
In 
October, however, the California 
Journal on Education revealed that 
the study was part of a statewide 
survey of public education ordered 
by Gov. Reagan, and that on orders 
from above the whole thing was 
indeed 
a 
hush-hush 
affair. 
The 
journal 
quoted 
John 
Kehoe, 
educational 
consultant 
in 
the 
governor's office and co-director of 
the study, as saying Reagan wanted 
to maintain a "low profile, " until in 
the words of the Journal, "it is 
completed to minimize interference 
from the many interest groups in 
the education field. " 
An associate of Kehoe's refused to 
discuss any aspect of the study, 
according to the Journal. 
I view the secrecy with mixed 
emotions. The Governor, I suppose 
could argue that if he announced the 
full intent of his purpose, everyone 
would be ready for his experts and 
that the knowledge might somehow 
color the end results. 
On the other hand, if Reagan had 
announced his purpose, conceivably 
the 
study 
could 
have 
been 
a 
partnership 
gleaning 
more 
information and more significant 
information in the long haul. 
Basically 
the 
study 
as 
now 
outlined by the Journal consists of 
six 
e l e m e n t s : 
F i s c a l 
reorganization; Management audit; 
Educational 
audit: 
Educational 
model; 
and 
Communication 
education's program effectiveness 
All 
the 
elements 
are 
to 
assembled under the direction of the 
state Program and Policy Office by 
Jan. 15 in time for the introduction 
of legislation by the Governor on 
March 15. 
After the study was under way, 
the state people decided to broaden 
the 
scope 
to 
include 
higher 
education. 
Local school officials 
indicate they did all they could to 
tacilitate the study to the extent that 
they could in response to whatever it 
was that the experts sought. 
There is little information on the 
reaction 
of 
secondary 
school 
officials, but the Journal indicates 
that State College Chancellor Glenn 
Dumke has been critical about “ the 
absence of consultation with state 
college officials, 
but apparently 
with little effect.”

Stearns, director of the Department
